1700  and  a tail  added  to  first  cipher.  Practically  Unc.,  toned  to  various  shades  of 
brown  clearly  faded  from  mint  color.

state,  light  cracks.  Surfaces  force  a grade  of  AU  or  better;  planchet  defective  and 
granular,  especially  on  obv.,  weak  striking  as  always.  Beautiful,  one  of  the  finest 
ever  heard  of.  Ex  G.  J.  Bauer  estate. 

92  — Another.  Same  dies,  uncracked.  VF  plus,  excellent  and  rare  so.  Far  above  average
